Steps to relieve the distress of the 
flood sufferers were “considered at a 
conference attended by Mayor Crupp 
and officers of the Asswciated Chari- 
ties this morning.

Portageville, 
on the main line of the Frisco rail- 
road, is also practically submerged. 
Water is within 200 yards of Laforge, 
a point in New Madrid county never 
before reached. Fear of danger to 
the levee at Caruthersville has caused 
some residents to go to Malden for 
safety.

CHICAGO, April 3.—The area af- 
fected by the flood caused by almost 
an unprecedented volume of water in 
the Mississippi was not extended a 
Great deal yesterday, but the situa- 
tion at the deluged centers is becom- 
ing more Menacing. Two more levee 
break were reported near Chester, 
III., where 80,000 acres of farming 
land were inundated. 

Twelve hours ot sunshine and a 
slight check in the rise of the river 
have combined to give the general sit- 
vation a more optimistic outlook, in 
the opinion of government engineers, 
who said last night that if the stage 
at Memphis does not go over forty- 
five feet the levees will hold. 

weather forecaster at Memphis, 
however, urged managers of rail- 
roads entering that city from the West 
to warn inhabitants of those districts 
ye move to higher ground. 

The number of lives lost was 
brought to eight yesterday, when the 
death of three railroad men near Ful- 
ton, Ky., was reported, and two more 
were drowned near Clarksville, Tenn. 
The latter drove off the road into over- 
flow water of the Red River. 

Hickman, Ky., is the worst suf- 
ferer. The 2000 inhabitants of the 
town were augmented yesterday by 
arrival of 1000 refugees from Dorena, 
Mo. The food supplies at Hickman 
will last three more days. No trains 
have been run into or out of the town 
for several days and foods and tents 
— 4 there are held up by wash- 


At Columbus, Ky., which was the 
first town inundated, the situation is 
graye. Residents are leaving rapidly 
and there is much suffering in out- 
lying districts. The damage in_ that 
vicinity is estimated at $100,000. 

Damage at Memphis is estimated 
at $250,000. About 1200 persons have 
been driven from their homes. The 
gas plant in North Memphis was put 
out of commission. Reports from 
New Madrid, Mo., are meager. The 
town is flooded, but no loss of life is 
reported. 

The seriousness of the situation is 
not limited to the river towns. Small 
tributaries have overflowed their 
banks and it is estimated that fully 
300.000 acres of farm lands in Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Missouri, Arkansas 
and Mississippi are flooded and prob- 
ably 900,000 more fre untilled be- 
cause of fear that levees may break.

Louis B. Adams, 
‘gon of Frank Adams, the New York 
“policy king.” who died five years 
azo in Sing Sing prison, where he 
‘was serving sentence, today in the 
Superior Court, filed a4 stipulation 
abandoning his attack on the decree 
of divorce obtained here two years 
ago by his wife, Mrs. Daisy C. Kim- 
ball Adams, daughter of John S. Kim- 
ball, millionaire steamship man. 

At the same time he filed authoriza- 
tion for the court to dismiss his mo- 
tion seeking to modify the divorce 
decree wherein Mrs. Adams was given 
custody of their two children, John 
and Dorothy, now residing with her 
in the Kimball home on Pacific 
Heights. 

Adams, in abandoning his effort to 
secure the children, agrees to call 
quits. He kidnaped the boy from the 
Kimball home here just before the 
divorce action was brought and suc- 
ceeded in getting as far as New Mexi- 
co before he was apprehended by the 
San Francisco police. He asked the 
court to physically draw from the files 
his answer and cross-complaint to 
the suit, wherein he makes charges 
against his wife, and also to phys- 
ically withdraw affidavits filed by him- 
self and his attorney in connection 
with the same litigation. 

By 80 doing he clears the court 
record of all charges against Mrs. 
Adams and deprives prying eye the 
privilege of reading his sensati mal 
accusations. 

By this settlement, for which no 
consideration is named in the rec- 
.ord, Mrs. Adams will receive her final 

decree of divorce giving to her the 
poustody of their two babies. 
Adams, under the will of his once 
wealthy father, inherited about $200,-

VERA CRUZ (Mex.) April 3.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The entire State 
of Vera Cruz is on the verge of re- 
volt, and a proclamation of sécession 
from the Madero government is en- 
pected any hour. 

Agents of the Orozco and Za- 
pata revolutionists have been active 
throughout the length and breadth 
of the State, and have sown the seeds 
of revolt, but have failed to gain any 
pledges to support either in their 
cause to place Francisco Vazquez 
Gomez as President of Mexico. 

Orozco and Zapata are not trusted, 
and President Madero is hated be- 
cause he is “a northerner,”,one whom 
the people of Vera Cruz believe to be 
inimical to their interests. 

Meetings have been held quietly, 
and it is known that a large quantity 
of arms have recently been brought 
intb Vera Cruz from New Orleans and 
Galveston. 

These munitions were smuggled in 
as merchandise“ consigned to well- 
known business men here. 

The chief dissatisfaction of the peo- 
ple of Vera Cruz with the Madero 
regime seems to be what they say is 
the unwarranted interference of the 
national government with their State 
rights. That Madero has bridled the 
Governor of Vera Cruz is openly 
charged, and while the Governor and 
his policies are not especially liked 
| hie rule is preferred to that of Presi- 
dent Madero. It would surprise no 
one here, least of all the Americans, 
if he is prevailed upon to proclaim 
himself President of the n. of 
Vera Cruz.

FACILITATES BANKING. 
MACVEAGH APPROVES BILLS.

One measure authorizing the deposit 
in national bank depositaries of cus- 
toms revenues received in sub-treas- 
ury cities would be Of substantial aid 
in times of financial stress, it is de- 
clared. This practice is in vogue al- 
ready in all excepting sub-treasury 
cities. In . latter, the customs re- 
ceipts must be paced in the govern- 
ment vauts. Mr. MacVeagh has 
pointed out to Congress that in the 
panic of 1907, the banks declined to 
surrender cash for the payment of 
customs dues because they held none 
of the receipts.

CROP CONDITION LOW. 


Snow’s Report Shows Winter Wheat 
Greatly Below Average of the Last 
Ten Years. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
CHICAGO, April 3.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch,] B. W. Snow's crop report 
for April 1 makes the condition of 
winter Wheat 61.2, against 83.3 last 
year, and an average of 86.1 for ten 
years past. In only two years in the 
last ten—in 1910 and 1904—was the 
April condition as low as now report- 
ed. At the date of the returns of 
local observers there had been no 
growing weather except in Texas

the greater part ot the area frost was 
still in the ground, so that returns 
of conditions are necessarily simply 
the opinion of observers, based upon 
weather conditions experienced since 
the crop was seeded.

Hundreds Lee Fatal Dash 
_of Rodgers. 


Aviator Calbraith Perry Rodgers, 
the first man to negotiate 
lane between the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific oceans, was dashed to death at 
Long Beach at 3 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. He miscalculated the 
depth of a low dip and was unable to 


ij right his machine and lift it over 


the pier. Rodgers fell with his bi- 
plane in the first line of breakers, and 
when rescuers reached him, was ly- 
ing on his stomach with the engine 
on his back. He died near the spot 
where he alighted after his flight 
from shore to shore. 

Fifteen hundred persons along the 
Pike had been watching the great 
aviater in. his flight and were eye- 
“witnesses of the fatal plunge. The 
tragedy of it did not impress them 
until his crushed and broken body 
was carried by tender hands to the 
Emergency Hospital in the bathhouse, 
where announcement was made a few 
seconds later that Rodgers was dead. 

Rodgers had been flying in Long 
Beach almost daily for two weeks. 
At first Re used the rebuilt Elton ma- 
chine, but for the past ten days had 
been operating’ his Wright biplane, 
Model B, equipped for passenger car- 
rying, and daily made trips with pas- 
sengers. It is larger than the ma- 
chine used in his cross-country 
flight. Tuesday he made a flight over 
the eastern part of Alamitos with his 
mechanician. A mile high he sat 
with arms folded, relying entirely 
upon the sturdiness of his plane. 

Yesterday he tuned up his machine 
on the beach, and telling his 
mechanician, Shaffer, that he would 
come back after him, started on an 
initial trip toward San Pedro, flying 
low over the city and ocean. He 
went west of San Gabriel jetties, then 
circling back, sailed over the Hotel 
Virginia, and started east along the 
beach. In the ocean surf between 
the roller coaster and the pier, and 
in front of the bathhouse, was a large 
flock of gulls, which Rodgers saw. As 
he passed over the roller coaster his 
evident intention was to 
the gulls ahd then risa. 
cross the pier. 


HORROR OF THE PLUNGE. 


He was flying perhaps 400 feet high 
when he started to dip. The machine 


Then Rodgers was seen to pull on his 
lever control and give a startled look 
backward at his machinery, which 
had evidently not responded to his 
will. The next instant the horrified 
spectators saw the biplane continue 
to drop like a plummet. Straight 
into the first line of breakers it darted, 
plunged its nose into the sand, wav- 
ered a second, and then turned over, 
pinioning Rodgers in the mass of 
broken wires and framework. The 
engines were still running when the 
crash came, and there was a ‘‘sizz” 
drowned in the murmuring horror of 
the spectators. At the fatal moment 
Rodgers was seen to sway to the left 
and then fall forward upon his 
stomach, his legs going up backward 
to his neck in an apparently convul- 
sive spasm of agony. 


James 
Montgomery, Ernest Scott and James 
Goodwin, bath- house guards, rushed 
into the surf, lifted the broken plane 
and found Rodgers lying unconscious 
and limp, the engines partially cov- 
ering his back. This weight was lift- 
ed off and Rodgers was placed in a 
stretcher. His head hung limply on 
one side, and from his open mouth 
blood was running. Dr. Buell looked 
at the body and remarked: This 
man was dead when he struck.“ 
NECK AND BACK BROKEN. 
Rodgers's neck and back were 
broken and his jawbone shattered in 
two places. Witnesses of the trag- 
edy say that as the machine fell he 
was thrown forward, and the steer- 
ing wheel struck him full in the face, 
shattering his jaw and breaking his 
neck in the sharp contact. His back 
was probably broken by the engines 
when they shifted with the fall over 
to the side on which Rodgers was 
riding. 

Mechanicians Frank Shaffer and C. 
L. Wiggins, the latter the boy who ac. 
companied Rodgers from Dayton and 
was under instruction as an aviator, 
were on the east beach when the 
tragedy occurred and raced to the 
scene. When told Rodgers was dead 
their grief was pitiable.

The wrecked plane was hauled un 
on the beach and fenced off with a 
rope, patrolmen being required to 
keep the morbid from demolishing 
even the remnants in their mad de- 
sire to get souvenirs.

Mr. and Mrs. Rodgers have been 
staying at the Maryland, Pasadena, 
and as soon as possible Mrs. Mabel 
Rodgers was noti and went to 
Long Beach on the Hirst car. She 
now lies prostrated in her room at 
the Maryland, under the care of a 
physician and a trained nurse. She 
constantly bemoans the fate of her 
husband. In obedience to a wish of 
Rodgers that members of his family. 
should not be near when he. should 
fly, she remained at the hotel yester- 
day while he soared into the air at 
Long Beach.

Message from Baby Boy Too Much 

for Hig Nerves—Whose Youngster

A five-word telegram, signed by the 
brother of his wife, Was a startling 
climax in the career of George W.

On account of the 
interests of both parties, it would 
seem to be in every way better that 
the instruments, when not in use, 
should be laid upon a stand, instead 
of dropped into the incision until 
they hapen to be wanted. 

The wife of a minister at May's 
Landing has been on the operating 
table several times. and the last one 
was for the removal of a pair of for- 
ceps which had been left at a former 
operation and from which she suf- 
fered great discomfort. The surgeon

If the forceps bear their owner's 
initials, it should be easy to determine 
which surgeon forgot them. If they 
are unmarked, the problem will be a 
little more difficult, but we presume 
that all the operations were not in 
the same place, and it must be pos- 
sible to locate the work of each, and, 
of course, the place where the forceps 
were found can be proved. But if 
the surgeons and nurses would count 
their implements before the wound 
is sewed up it would obviate the ne- 
essity of hunting for missing hard- 
ware or seeking the cause of disease 
only to find a forgotten surgical in- 
strument.

Remarkable Progress in Sericulture 
Has Been Made in Hungary During 
the Past Thirty years. 

{London Morning Post: |} Within

On and the whole history of the move- 


the last thirty years sericulture as a 
farm industry has made remarkable 
progress in Hungary. Whereas 5525 
pounds only of silk worms were pro- 
duced in Win, the product in 1916 
amounted to 3$,625,518 pounds (over 
1172 tons), and the number of fam- 
nes engaged in the industry rose 
from 1069 to upward of $0,000. The 
breeding of silk worms is taught 
throughout the country by means of 
leaflets and by lectures illustrated with 
lantern slides. In communes where 
the industry is likely to prove a guc- 


ly trained to give instructions in all 
that relates to it. 

Particular importance is attached 
by the government to the cultivation 
of the mulberry, and official inspec- i 
tors are appointed to supervise the 
management of mulberry plantations. 
At the central inspection station, 
which ts fitted with 267 microscopes, 
an average of from seven to eight 
million samples of silk are examined 
every year. By the systematic efforts

next Tuesday when Dr. Gerhard A. Bading, 
elected to the office of Mayor over Emil 
Seidel, the Socialist incumbent, will take 
office. The election occurred on Tuesday and 
marked the restoration of American gov- 
ernment in one of the best-known and most 
substantial cities of the country and the re. 
jection of the un-American and retrogres- 
sive Socialist misadministration. 

By a majority of many thousands the 
American ticket, supported by Republicans, 
Democrats and other elements, is chosen 
over Seidel and his “red” colleagues who

In the production of beet sugar 
many and France are our principal 
and only the tariff on sugar protects 
beet sugar industry from extermination 
from European beet sugar on the 
and from tropical cane sugar on 
The American farmer receives for 
from $1.20 to $1.88 per ton more 
German farmer. He obtains from $1.60

The average rate of wages paid to men in 
European beet-sugar factories is 80 cents 
per day. The average wages in American 
factories is §2.40 per day. Women and chil- 
dren work in the French factories at 33 to 


and growth of the beet-cugar industry pro 
ceeds from the sugar cane produced in the 
tropics. The expense of housing, clothing 
and feeding the laborer is cheaper in the 
tropics than anywhere else. The Demo- 
cratic Congressional Committee was com- 
pelled to and did report that the cost of 
producing tropical cane sugar was in many 
places not more than 1% cents per pound. 
Mr. Hardwick of Georgia, the chairman of 
that committee. made a feeble claim—in 
the face of the report of his own commit- 
tee—that the most favorably located beet 
sugar plants in this country might exist in 
competition with German beet sugar. But 
he admitted that in competition with trop- 
ical cane sugar the beet sugar industry 
would be inevitably and immediately ex- 
terminated. He justified this destruction on 
the ground that by it, while the Federal 
treasury would lose $57,000,000 per annum, 
sugar consumers in the United States-would 
each save 45 cents a vear. That is to say, 
they might save that amount if sugar were 
cheapened in price. If it were not cheap- 
ened, but should be increased, in price—as 
the evidence before the committee demon- 
strated that it would be—the sugar refin- 


eries would gain and the United States 


would lose $57,000,000 per annum, and the 
refineries would be able, when the beet 
sugar factories were closed, to exact as 
much additional profit “as the traffic would 
bear.” 

The American people are the greatest 
sugar consumers per capita in the world, 
and with every natural facility for the pro- 
duction of sugar they produce now but one- 
sixth and import five-sixths of the sugar 
they consume. Yet the production of beet 
sugar is increasing rapidly, and if the Dem- 
ocrats’ plan to destroy beet sugar produc- 
tion in the interest of the sugar refineries 
trust can be baffled, domestic production of 
sugar can be doubled or trebled, for the 
Secretary of Agriculture reports that there 
are 274,000,000 acres of land in the United 
States suitable for beet culture while at 
present less than half a million acres are 
devoted to that purpose. 

Sugar ts a food, one-third to one-half the 
price of meat. It cheapens the cost of other 
foods of which it is a constituent. Secre- 
tary Wilson of the Department of Agricul- 
ture in a recent report said:

He 
raged against his own direct primary in 
New York, which he especially exerted him- 
self to get through the Legislature, as a 
“criminal farce.”

His utterances are 
generally accepted as threats of a bolt if he 
is not nominated. 

Of course the trouble with Mr. Roosevelt 
is that for the first time he ts suffering visi- 
ble public defeat.

However, the main 
thing is that Mr. Roosevelt is after dhe Re- 
publican nomination. He is not likely to 
get it. The American press is almost solid 
against him. By a common impulse it has 
branded him as a would-be Napoleon, and 
the brand will lose him many a State in the 
democratic America which has no stomach 
for autocrats.

{Special Correspondence of The Times.] 

PRESCOTT (Aru.) April 2.-—All 
over Northern Arizona are large 
tracts of land, in area aggregating 
at least 2,000,000 acres, which would 
be admirable for the ordinary uses 
of agriculture and for the growing 
of deciduous fruits, if only assured of 
a regular water supply. The rainfall 
averages throughout this district not 
less than twenty inches per annum, 
generally considered enough under 


approved dry farming methods, but 


this rainfall is often irregularly dis- 
tributed and water storage therefore 
is essential. Several storage enter- 
Prises have been planned in this 
vicinity and work upon one, only a 
few miles north of Prescott, already 
has been begun. The latest enter- 
ise of this nature is that of the 
esandfosait Dam and Reservoir 
Company, which owes its peculiar 
Gesignation to a combination of the 
names of the ra, who are 0. 
A. Hesla. Le Roy Anderson, F. W. 
Poster and H. D. Aitken, all of Pres- 
ecott. The company plans construc- 
tion of a dam 125 feet high and 1600 
feet long at a natural gorge on Wal- 
mut Creek, where a reservoir would 
thus be created five miles long and 
averaging two miles e. The sup- 
Diy of land for irrigation is almost 
unlimited, comprising about all of the 
Big Chino Valley.

“DORIAN GREY” STUDY IN 


SCINTILLANT WILDE SATIRE 


SCAR WILDE, the literary gar- 
goyle of the Victorian era, was 
the first genius who saw the pos- 
sibility of turning 
paradoxes. He set the fashion for 
epigram mizing Dublin repattee. 
Lesser and greater paradoxes have 
followed him. Chesterton, the super- 
Mad Mullah ‘of sophistry, has founded 
most of his essays on Oscar Wilde's 
brilliant remarks. Much of the fizz 
of Shaw would be gone if we removed 


Irish bulls into 


verbiage. 


To present the dramatic 
' esthetics of “Dorfan Grey” in plain 
surroundings would be as incongruous 
as putting a lace doih on the kitchen 
range. The book, as well as the play, 
ls one of atmosphere, and the at- 
mosphere of environment is as neces- 
sary as the intellectual and. esthetic 
atmosphere. 


Perhaps this is why the book has

But let us get back to Wilde, for 


neither Shaw nor Chesterton are be- 
ing represented on any local stage. 

“The Picture of Dorian Grey,” 
which caused so much furore when it 
firat appeared in abbreviated form in 
an English magazine, and which since 
has been the subject of enough es- 
says and criticisms to fill a five-foot 
library shelf of agate type, was re- 
cently turned into a one-act playlet. 
And this playlet is now shooting of 
scintillant sparks at the Empress. 

“The Picture of Dorian Grey” was 
the first French novel ever written 
in English. It required a peculiar 
combination of circumstances to bring 
about thie feat: in the first place it 
called for bravery; an heretical dis- 
regard for all those standards of Eng- 
lish novel writing made respectable 
by-years of acceptance; tempera- 
mental Latinity not often found in 
Anglo-Saxon genius and. still more 
rarely in the Hibernian mind; a will- 
ingness to take the consequences 
which accrue from shocking the con- 
ventional and the staid; and a subtle, 
psychological understanding of the 
artistic temperament. 

But these are not all the require- 
ments for the writing of a French 
novel in Enelish. The thing needed 
above all others is a brilliancy of wit 
There was only one man in England 
who combined these qualities—and 
Wlison first, Cannon second, Albrecht 


Into “The Picture of Dorlan Grey” 
this original and transluminary 
esthete poured the best of his bril- 
liant style. 
make it into a play is partially ex- 
plained by a letter he wrote to the 
press, stating that it was an essay 
on decorative art; but paradoxes do 
not explain, and so on this point we 
are at as much of a loss as ever. 

Rut one thing we do know: “The 
Picture of Dorian Grey is full of 
splendid dramatic dialogue of the sort 
that made “A Woman of No Impor- 
tance,” “Lady Windermere’s Fan,” 
“Ayn Ideal Husband,” and “The Im- 
portance of Being Earnest” unique 
and influential dramas. In fact, to 
Wilde is perhaps due more credit 
than any of the other English dram- 
atists for lifting the art of play- 
writing opt of the inartistic rut. 

In spite of the fact that the story 
is fantastic, after the manner of so 
many French novels which influenced 
the writing of this book, it is full of 
the subtier phases of human nature. 
It does not contain the bald and the 
obvious, like most American or Eng- 
lish novele, and because its ‘humor 
deals with unusual events and emo- 
tions there is a freshness in the dia- 
logue like that one feels on entering 
for the first time a strange and unfa- 
miliar country. 

Nowhere in English writing do we 
find the carefal details of esthetic 
surroundings like those encountered 
in “The Picture of Dorian Grey.” In 
fact, the luxury of its setting is 
equaled only by the luxury of its

I have just come across a diction- 
ary of golf expressions compiled by 
Tunbridge, which I am sure will 
prove illuminating to many a local 
golfer, 

Golfers have a strange language of 
their own with which they are all 80 
very familiar that they dre apt to 
drag it into other affairs of life, but 
very few of them have a notion of 
the origin of the words they use 80 
glibly. The word “golf.” for instance 
I don't believe even the infallible Ed- 
ward Tufts can tell us how this orig- 
inated. But I can. 

It was imported inte Scotland from 
Holland, where the Dutch word 
“kolf’ stands for bat“ or “club.” 
And the canny Scot, with his more 
guttural pronunciation, made golf“ 
of it. Fore is likewise of Dutch 
origin, coming from voor, which 
means “in front“ Then the word 


“drive,” from the Dutch “op de viugt 
drijven,” which means “put to 
flight.” 


The putt, too, comes from the word 


“putten,” the Dutch word for “te 
hole.“ 
“Stymie” is pure Scotch. It was au 


old word used in Scotland for a dis 
ease Of the eve, an obstruction of 
vision. 

“Niblick” is a fine example of mod- 
ern fimplified spelling. Originally 
Dutch and spelled “knobbelachtig,” 


meaning “knotty,” it became “knib- 
loch" in Scotland. meaning a “knob 
of wood.” And thence by easy stages 
to our “niblick.”’ 
Dormy comes from the French 
dormir.“ meaning to sleep.“ imply- 


ing that the game is quiescent. And 


the word “caddie” likewise comes 
from the French “cadet"—a younger 
brother. Which, of course, ie a beau- 
tiful and touching sentiment which I 
am sure Frank Griffith will earnestly 
endorse. 

Blindfold Golf. | 

Since Alfred Toogood, a prominent 
British professional, declared the 
shocking heresy that it was not at all 
necessary to “keep your eye on the 
ball,” and backed up his belief by 
playing blindfold with comparative 
success, there has been an eruption 
of blindfold golf literature all over 
the world. Toogood maintains that 
the only thing that matters is the 
ewing itself. So, if you come across 
various gentlemen in secluded corners 
earnestiy practising the blindfold 
swing, ou will understand that they 
belong to the new ordew of golf gel- 
entists, 

But to my mind blindfold golf 
seems a great mistake. It is deaf and 
dumb golf that is essential to the 
welfare of the game. How many a 
putt has been ruined by the spoken 
word perchance E. P. Gates alone 
could tell. If there is one thing above
